You will deal with puzzling problems that call for the use of a cer¬ 
tain item. For example: While trying to get around some barrier, you 
press the © button when you see the “!” alert appear, and read a 
rief explanation or hint about the barrier.The prompt “Use item 

with ® button” ends the 
description. Pressing the ® 

brings up the Use Item 
menu. Figure out which item 
need to solve the problem. 
If your choice is incorrect, your 
character will turn around and 
you to indicate that you 
need to try some 
other item. 
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WEAPONRY 

Toan walks from the barren remains of Norune with one small dag¬ 
ger. But there are more powerful weapons to be found and wa/s to 
make the weapon in hand more lethal. 

• Weapon power can be increased through Upgrades 
and Attachments. 

•Weapons can be built up evolving into more powerful weapons. 

• Weapon types vary with each ally. 

See “The Characters Under Your Control” on page 38 to find out 
about each ally’s weapon specialty. 

•Weapons can break and disappear right in the middle of a battle. A 
characters default weapon won’t disappear, but it can break. If it 
does, almost all of its power will be lost until you repair it. Make 
sure that a weapon’s WHP is maintained during combat. Use 
Repair Powder to fix a worn weapon during combat. 




Break, and select YES to confirm. Attach it to another weapon to 
quickly build its power. 


The Best Weapon 

Attain the best weapon by using the Build Up command. Adding a 
SynthSphere to a weapon adds 60% of the power from the original 
weapon to the new one and is quicker than building up. But for 
awesome power, build up the weapon using a combination of 
Synthsphere attachments and the Build Up command. 

Dumping A Weapon 

When you think you no longer want a weapon, you can dump it 
from your Weapons inventory. 

To dump a weapon: 

1. Select the weapon you want to dump. 

2. Press the Directional button or Left analog stick RIGHT and 
the Dump Button will appear. 

3. Press the © button, select YES at the prompt and press 
the © button again. 

Note: This can also be done on the Item menu by dragging 
the weapon over the trashcan. 

Special Weapon Abilities 

Some weapons show special abilities during battle. When a 

weapon has special abilities, 
an icon appears next to it 
when viewed in the Weapons 
inventory. Special functions can 
be transferred to a new weapon 
as a SynthSphere or if you build 
up one weapon into another. 
Some abilities actually cause 
negative effects or cancel 
each other out. 

Some examples of Special Weapons abilities are: 

Big Bucks—Doubles your money won from defeated enemies 

Steal—Lets you steal items from an enemy.The items you get from 
enemies are not the same items you would get from defeating 
them. Some enemies also have this ability. 










































Upgrade a Weapon 

A weapon can be upgraded, but 
you must have Powerup Powder 
or fill up the weapon’s ABS 
meter (the blue bar underneath 
the WHP meter) before you can 
upgrade. Each time you upgrade 
a weapon, a level number 
appears next to its name 
Weapons inventory. Upgrading a 
weapon increases its Attack, 

Endurance, Speed and Magic all by one point, and absorbs any 
attachments into the weapon permanently. 

To upgrade a weapon: 

1. Select the weapon you want to upgrade and select the 
UPGRADE button. 

2. Select YES to confirm the upgrade. 

Building Up a Weapon 

Building up evolves one weapon into another weapon. Before you can 
build up a weapon, it must have reached a certain power rating for 
some or all of your weapons attributes. 

To find out exactly what you 
need to build up your weapon: 

1. Select that weapon and select 
BUILD UP. 

2. Choose one of the selections 
displaying “???” and press the 

button 

3. Power ratings that appear in 
red must be increased before 
the weapon can be built up. Once the name of a weapon replaces 
the “???” entry, you can build it up. 

Weapon Status Break 

Once a weapon’s level has been increased to +5 or higher, you 
can change the weapon into a SynthSphere attachment that carries 
60% of the original weapon’s power.To change a weapon into a 
Synthsphere, select the weapon you want to change, select Status 
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Types of Weapons 

Primary Weapons 

These are the Swords, Spears, Sling Shots, Mallets, Rings, and Guns 
that are your primary weapons. Each character can use only a cer¬ 
tain weapon type. 

Throwing Objects 

These are stored in your Items inventory.To use them when they 
are in your active items menu: 

• Bombs 

• Magic Gems 

See “Battle” on page 30 to learn how to use weapons. 

Viewing Weapons 

To inspect or change weapons: 

I. Press the ® button to open 
the Command menu, and 
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select WEAPON. 

2. Press the Ul button 
and EES button to switch 
between characters to select 
whose weapons you want 
to view. 

3. Press the Directional button or Left analog stick LEFT/RIGHT 
to view each weapon. Press the © button to inspect the 
weapon more closely. 

When you select a weapon to inspect, the following stats will appear: 
WHP (Weapon Hit Points)—The weapon hit points remaining 
and the maximum hit points for the weapon.This decreases with 
combat use. But the maximum can be raised. 

ABS (Absorption)—ABS is the ability to absorb the magic force 
of defeated enemies.The more you use a particular weapon, the 
more magic force it will store. Weapons with a full ABS bar can 
upgrade and become more powerful. Make sure to maintain WHP. 

At (Attack)—This is the attack power of the weapon.The higher 
the number, the higher the amount of damage you can perform. 

Ed (Endurance)—This measures the weapons durability. As this 
increases, it will take longer for your weapon to lose its WHP. 
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Sp (Speed) —Faster weapons recover more quickly 
for the next attack. 

Mp (Magic) —Weapons with higher MP take greater advantage 
of the elemental and attribute aspects of that weapon. 

Changing Weapons (Equip) 

The Weapon Screen will open to the currently selected character 
and weapon they are presently holding. Once you find additional 

weapons, you can change the 
equipped weapon. 

To change a weapon: 

Press the ED button or Dl 
button to highlight the charac¬ 
ter whose weapon you want to 
switch to, then select the 
weapon, select EQUIP, and press 
the © button to switch. 

Customize Weapons 

Attachments customize your weapon . Place attachments in one of 
the weapon slots that appear below the name of the weapon. Blue 
slots are used to place a SynthSpheres. See “Weapon Status Break” 
on page 26 to learn about SynthSpheres. 



To place an attachment on a weapon: 

1. Select the weapon you want to customize. 

2. Select the CUSTOMIZE menu. 

3. Select the attachment you want to install in a weapon slot. 

4. Drag it to the slot you want and press the © button. 

See “Attachments” on page 28. 


Changing Weapon Attributes 

Weapon attributes draw on the magic that flows from the forces 
of nature. Certain forces of nature damage your enemies while 
others do not. Giving your weapon the correct weapon attribute 
for a specific enemy increases attack power.The Attribute that your 
enemy is most vulnerable to, is the one that is the opposite of its 
own elemental nature. Using the wrong one could cause your 
attack to have no effect. 


The Attributes are: Fire, Ice,Thunder, Wind and Holy. 


The Attributes of a weapon have numeric values including the 
value of zero.The value of an attribute must be raised above zero 
before you can select it for a weapon. Before you can make 
other attributes active, you 
must place attachments on 
your weapon that grant the 
power of that attribute. 
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To change the elemental attrib¬ 
ute of a weapon: 

1. Select the weapon you want 
to change. 

2. Open the ATTRIBUTES menu 

3. Highlight the attribute you want and press the © button.The 
word “Active” will appear next to the selected attribute. 

Note: You can also change weapon attributes on the 
Customize menu through the tabs on the lower left 
of the Customize menu. 

Certain attachments can raise the power of attributes. See 
“Attachments” on page 28 to find out how. 

Repair a Weapon 

As your weapon becomes worn in combat, it loses Weapon HP 
(WHP). If the WHP gauge runs out, the weapon will disappear unless 
it’s a characters default weapon.You must have Repair Powder to revi¬ 
talize WHP. Repair Powder has another vital feature:The more you 
keep the weapon repaired, the more enemies you can defeat, allowing 
you to absorb more energy (ABS) from defeated monsters. 

To repair a weapon: 

1. Select the weapon you want to repair and select the 
REPAIR button. 

2. Notice that the number of Repair Powder bags you have in your 
Item inventory is displayed at the bottom left of the screen. Each 
time you select REPAIR the count is reduced by one. 

3. When you have repaired a weapon to its maximum WHP, the 

Repair button will become inactive preventing you from using 
more Repair Powder on the weapon. 

Note: You can also drag Repair Powder over the weapon you 
want to repair on the Item menu.
